From a King thus looſe and profane, we have 
a Succeſſion of Men upon his Throne, ſo odious 
to God, ſo vile to the People, that the Cry of 
the Prophets, the Groans of Nature, the Thun- 
der of Providence, did em no good. Inſtead of 
guarding againſt the hand of Vengeance, they 
rather puſh'd themſelves upon it, till at laſt the 
Glory which they deny'd to God from their Obe- 
dience, had a noble diſplay in their Captivity. 
My Text ſhows you how they have been tumbled 
into Ruin one after another: an uſeleſs Monarch 
was an Example, rather than a Warning to his 
Succeſſor 3 This their way is their Folly, yet their 
Poſterity approve their Sayings. They had been 
govern'd by ſeveral Families, Feroboam had it for 
two Reigns, and no longer; Baaſha had as many; 
Onri had three; Febu indeed, for the Service he 
did in killing Ahab's Son, and 70 more of the 
Royal Family, whoſe Heads lay in heaps at t 
Gates of the City, had it for four Generations. 
And in the Reign of his Son, Feroboam the Se- 
cond, did this Prophet write; ſo that what he 
ſays in the words of my Text, comprehends the 
whole Hiſtory of their Separation from David.

They were Men of Fraud and Rapine, that de- 
ſign'd themſelves; and tho ſome of them had a 
Zeal before, yet all that Fervency chill'd upon 
the Throne; there they grew indifferent to God's 
Intereſt, and violent in their own. . Now what 


becomes of them? as they liv'd in a Defiance of 


Heaven, they ſunk under the Weight of Provi- 
dence, All their Kings are fallen, there is none 4 
them that calls unto me. Where you have theſe 
two parts: 


I. The Calamity they brought upon themſelves ; 
Their Kings are fallen. 

II. The Crime that ingag'd the great God to 
uſe them in this manner : There's none that. 
calls unto me. 


I. You ſee the Miſery theſe People came into: 
All their Kings are fallen. It does not only mean 
that they are dead, for that's an univerſal Fate; - 
but by theſe words he inſinuates ſomething 
dreadful in their manner of going off. The 
whole Race were peculiar both in the Neglect of 
their Duty to God, and in the Reach of God's 
Anger to them. Feroboam ſeeth five hundred 
thouſand Men kilPd out of his Army in one day; 
and it's ſaid, that after this he never recover d 
Strength again, but the Lord ſtruck him, and he 
died. We are not told with what Diſtemper, 
but it muſt be in ſome way that publiſt'd the 
Diviae Reſentment, 'that all the World might 
ſee he died under a Cloud of Guilt, and by the 
Hand of Vengeance; that his laſt Hours were 
darken'd with a Curſe. Death is uſually a Veil 

drawn 
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between Time and Eternity, and leaves 


us unceftain how it is with Souls after thep are 
chang d: but the way of this Man's Feine off 
7 


was ſo terrible, as if it had been order'd on pur- 
poſe to proclaim whither he went. Theſe rugged 
Methods that Providence us'd with his Body, gave 
a fad Suſpicion of what became of his Soul. At 
i the Price of his Conſcience, his Duty, his in- 
ward Peace, and the Eternal Joys above, had he 
* procur'd a Kingdom for his Son; but he only 
ucceeds him about two Years : the Captain of his 
Hoſt conſpir'd againſt him, kills him, ſweeps off 
the ſcandalous Family, and reigns in his ſtead... 
Baa(ha, who was both his Executioner and 
Succeſſor, had about the ſame length of Time 
with Feroboam, in the Poſſeſſion of the Crown; 
®he keeps it 24 Years, and his Son no more than 
two; for Zimri, the Captain of his Hoſt, flew 
him as he was drunk in his Steward's Houſe: a 
ſad way of ſending a Perſon into Eternity, not 
to get out of his Doze till the Flames awake him! 
But this Zimri, walking in the Sins of that Line, 
which God had rais'd him up to puniſh, is reduc'd 
to the Neceſſity of deſtroying himſelf. 
After him, the People anointed Omr: : his Reign 
is vile for about the ſpace of twelve Years, and 
be leaves the Kingdom to a Son worſe than him- 
ſelf; to Abab, who did Evil above all that were be- 
fore him; who had ſold himſelf to do Wickedneſs. 
His Name is notorious enough in Scripture for 
ablick Idolatries and Perſecations, for private 
rauds and Cruelties, each of which was heigh- 
ten'd. by his marrying a Heathen: He dies in 
Battle, and the Dogs lick his Blood, and is ſuc- 
| ceeded by Abaziab. Now the beſt of all their 
4+ Namber was Jehu, whom God rais'd up for the 
DeſtruQion of that Perſon, and | anointed him to 
ſlay his Maſter's Houſhold. His Claim to the 
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2 Kings ſaid unto him, Becauſe thou haſt done Well in ext- 
x. 30. cuting that which was right in mine eyes,- and ha 
Ane unto the Houſe of Ahab according to all that 
wa in mine heart, thy Children of the fourth Gs + 
ration ſhall fit on the Throm of Iſrael. And thus 
ir happen'd: tho as his Poſterity departed not 
from the Sins of Feroboam,' they moſt of em met 
with the ſame Fate; ſome fell by Sword, and e 
others by cruel Diſeaſes, as this Prophet ſays;

but the Lord accepts them not : for lirael hath for- 
gotten his Maker, and builds Temples. No doubt 
on't, but this paſs'd for Religion with them;

| Piety: but that which is highly eſteem'd among 
Men, is an Abomination in the Sight of God. 
He ſaw that their Hearts were not right in his 
Covenant: and *tis in vain, that they repreſent 
him upon their Thrones, when they exclude him 
from their Souls. This was what David obſerv'd 
of King Saul, that God was not in all his hte. 
laſtead of a Seriouſneſs this way, they laugh at 
Prayer, abhor it in themſelves, and deride it in 
others; they contrive all the ways they can to 
drive it out of their Kingdoms, either cramping 
it with clumſy Forms, or condemning it with 
wicked Laws. And when this Infidelity becomes 
habitual in a Time of Adverſity, they'll not ſeek 
his Face; The

they cry not when he binds them. But tho they are xxxvi. 13.

chief Deſign of it is to rebuke thoſe who inſulted the 
Friends of King George, for obſerving the Anniverſary of 
his Birth on the 28th; and threatned (which they after- 
wards did) to profane the Lord's Day the 29th, and to 
commit their Outrages againſt his Majefty's faithful Sub- 
jects, on 8 of doing honour to the Memory of 

Charles II. This they did with greater Madneſs and So- 
lemnity than ever was uſed during his Reign, notwithſtand- 
ing the fatal Experience we had of his having invaded our

The Deſign of this Appendix is to exhibit ſome authen- 
tick Vouchers of two forts: The firſt is to prove, That 


tho the reſtoring of our Conſtitution was not only Lawſul, 


but Neceffary, yet the General and other Officers of the 
Army who brought in the King, did it with'ſuch abomi- 


nable Perjury and Profanation of the Name of God, as 


too plainly preſag'd that Looſe and Tyrannical Admini- 


ſtration, which afterwards ſwallow'd up our Religion and 


Liberties. The Vouchers of the other ſort are to let the 
Nation ſee how much they are indebted to the good Pro- 
vidence of God, who by the late Bleſſed Revolution, and 
King George's happy Acceſſion to the Throne, has reſtor'd 
us to thoſe Privileges, which in the Reign of K. Charles II. 
and his Brother K. James, were violently torn from us. 
As this was a ſufficient cauſe for honeſt Men to expreſs 
their Joy on the Anniverſary of, King George, in the way 
of Loyal Subjects and Good Chriftians ; 'twas the real 
cauſe why the Enemies of our Peace were ſo unruly a- 
gainſt thoſe who paid that Reſpect to King George on the 
28th, and why they redoubled their Outrages on the 
29th, and dow d their Reſpect in ſuch a manner as be- 


came 
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came the vileſt of Men to the Memory of one of the 
worſt of Kings. * - © E497 Bs Ss 
The Inftances to prove that General Monk, and many 
other Officers of the Army, form'd the Deſigu of re- 
ſtoring K. Charles II. by horrid Perjury, and Atheiſtical 
. Appeals Heaven that they had no ſuch thing in deſign, 
are as follow, . M 1 
_ - Monk, was at firſt a Cavalier, and ſerv'd in the Army of 
King Charles I. but being taken by Sir Tho. Fairfax, at the 
[ iege of Nantwich in Cheſhire in 1643. and ſent Priſoner to 
4 the Tower, with others; he was ſet at liberty in 1646, 
. took the Solemn League and Covenant, and went Com- 
mander in Chief for the Parliament againſt the Rebels in 
the North of Ireland, where he did very good Service. 
But, contrary to his Covenant and Oath as a Generfl, he 
deſerted the Parliament, join'd with Oliver, abjur'd King- 
ly Government, fought againſt King Charles II. at Dun- 
bar in 1650, and in 1654 went to proclaim Oliver Protettor 
in Scotland, and commanded the Engliſh Army there. 
Being ſo accuſtom'd to break Oaths, he ſoon forgot his 
Abjuration, and prov'd as unfaithful to his new Maſter 
Oliver, as he had done to his old ones, the King and Par- 
liament. For Heath, a Cavalier Author, in his Brief 
Chronicle of the Civil Wars, p. 670. tells us, that the ſame 
Year he went down to command the Army in Scotland, 
1 he gave very obliging Conditions to ſuch as had kept in 
Arms for the King, and came to capitulate with him; 
* and ſhew'd all the Favour that could be expected, in 
s —— of Fines and Forfeitures, which firmly oblig'd the 
; $ Nobles and Gentry to him for the future; which na 
© doubt he had then principally in bis eye: and he in'a manner 
concluded a Treaty with the King's General Middleton, 
T8 * and the Earl of Seaforth. However, it was not — 
time to open the Scene, ſo that he contented himſelf to 
carry on the Intrigue privately till after Cromwell's death. 
Then he enter'd into a Concert with Sir George Booth, and 
had a Declaration for that purpoſe ready to be publiſh'd 
in 1659. But that Gentleman and his Cheſhire Troops be- 


©. ing defeated by Lambert, Monk, thought fit to diſſemble a 

while longer. No body can doubt the Truth of this, 
5 who reads the Additions to Baker's Chronicle about the 
, Reſtoration ; which, tho publiſh'd under the Name of 
1 Pbilips, were dictated by Sir Tho. Clarges, Monk's Brother- 


in-Law, and one of his Confederates. | 

After Sir George Booth's Defign miſcarry'd, Monk put on 
a new Vizor of Zeal againft the Royal Family and Kingly 
Government: And the better to conceal his Affection 
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© to the King, ſays Heath, p. 754. caus'd' moſt of the 
0 


< Scots Nobility to be ſeiz'd of a ſudden in 1659; and 


© upon their Refuſal of the Engagement to abjure the 


< Royal Family, ſecur'd them in Caſtles.“ Thoſe who 
know the Hiſtory of that Country, ſay it was the Preſ- 
byterian Nobility and Gentry whom Monk thus hprion'd, 
becauſe they abſolutely refus'd the Engagement, as con- 
trary to their Solemn' League and Covenant: but the 
Cavalier or Epiſcopal Party not being ſo ſcrupulous, 
fign'd the Abjuration of the King = ickly in one Room, 
and by Monks Order were convey'd from that to another, 
where they privately fign'd a Paper, to aſſiſt him with 
their Lives and Fortunes to bring in the King. | 

Monk being thus ſecure of the Scots Presbyterians, be- 
cauſe of their Principles, and of the Scots Cavaliers 
their Intereſt and Subſcriptions ; he began to act with Vi- 
gour for the Reſtoration, but ftill under the old Diſguiſe. 

He committed ſeveral of his own Officers whom he knew 
to be againſt his Deſign, and ſent part of his Troops into 
the North of gland to make head againft Lambert. The 
Rump begianing to ſuſpett him, they ſent his Brother - in- 
Law Sir Tho. Clarges and Col, Talbot to treat with him. 
Clarges was in the Secret, as we have heard before, but 
ſeemingly carry'd on the Deſign of the Republican Party; 
and after he and Talbot had diſcours'd with Monk, they 
wrote a Letter from Dalkeith in Scotland, the 4th of Nov. 
1659. *tis No 19. in the Collection of Monk's Letters, and 
wrote in a Stile which ſeem'd very religious. They ac- 
quainted General Fleetwood, That the Lord had ſo proſ- 

:r'd their Endeavours, as General Monk and his Officers 
had accepted their Mediation, and appointed Col. Witks, 
Lieut. Col. Clobery, and Major Knight, to repair to London, 
to treat with the like number of Officers there, for 4 
firm Peace and Unity amongſt the Forces of both Na- 
tions, for which they doubted not but the Prayers of all 
good Men would be pour'd forth at the Throne of Grace. 
They added, that they had prevail'd with the General to 
hinder his Troops from advancing farther to the South 
during this Treaty, and hoped Fleetwood would prevent 
his from marching farther North. 

Mmk at the ſame time wrote a hypocritical Letter to 
General Hleetwood, and another of the ſame ſtrain to the 
Congregated Churches in and about London 5 which are 
number'd 10, 11. in the Collection: and in both of them 
declar'd for a Parliamentary Government. 

His Commiſſioners arriving at London, agreed by his 
Order with the General Council of Officers on e 
5 3 1 1659. 
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1659. upon nine Articles, in ſubſtance as follows. 1. That 
to the utmoſt of their power they would oppoſe the In- 
tereſt and pretended, Right of Charles Stuart to the Go: 
vernment of theſe Nations, or any other Perſon pre- 
tending a Right or Title by virtue of their Deſcent from 
the ſame Line with him. 2. That they wou'd oppoſe. the 
ſetting up of any ſingle Perſon whatever, as Chief Ma- 
giſtrate of the Nations, and ,wou'd endeavour to the ut- 
moſt that the Government might be ſettled in the way of 
a Free State or Commonwealth, without a ſingle Perſon, 
_ Kingſhip, or Houſe of Lords. 3. That no Form of G- 


$ vernment ſhall be determin'd of, without the Approbation 


and Conſent of a General Council of the Officers of the 
Army and Navy of the Commonwealth, to conſiſt of two 
Commiſſion- Officers for each Regiment, choſe by the 
Commiſhon-Officers of the ſame, or the major part. of 
them 3 ten of the Fleet choſen by the Officers of the 
Fleet; and three Commiſhoners for the Army in Ireland. 
That the Quorum ſhould be 31, and the Day of their 
meeting the 6th of December following at Whitehall, in the 
old Council-Room, 4. That à Parliament, or Supreme 
Delegated Authority of this Commonwealth, be with all 
poſſible ſpeed conſtituted and ſummon'd, in ſuch manner 
and form as by the ſaid General Council ſhou'd be agreed 
to ; and the Qualifications of the Members adjuſted by 


* twenty Perſons therein named. The 5th, 6th, and 7th 


Articles relate to the ſpeedy Payment of the Forces in 
Scotland, the determining of the Caſe of ſuch Officers of 
: the Army as were ſuſpended, diſplac'd, or impriſon'd in 
England or Scotland; and an Indempnity for all ſuch as 
had acted in the Differences betwixt the Parliament and 
Army, or between any of the Forces of the Common- 
wealth, ſince the toth of 0#0b. 8. That a Godly, Learned, 
and Faithful Miniftry, with competent Maintenance and 
other Encouragements, be continu'd in the three Na- 
tions; and the Univertities and Schools ſo countenanc'd 
and retorm'd, as to become Nurſeries of Piety and Learn- 
9. That the Forces of England and Scotland ſhou'd 
forthwith march to ſuch Quartery in both Nations, where 
they may heſt preſerve the Peace of the Commonwealth 
againſt its Enemies; and that all Differences betwixt the 


8 Armies ſhould be laid aſide. 


This Agreement was ſign'd by Aſonk's Commiſſioners an 
the one fide, and General Fleetword on the other; as may 
de ſeen in the Collection of his Letters, N 13. WP 
Monk at the ſame time wrote a Letter, which is NY 14. 
to Vice-Admiral Goodſon, that he might communicate it to 
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the other Officers of the Fleet, in anſwer to one from 
them. In this Letter he has theſe remarkable Expreſ- 


ſions: I ſhou'd be very ſad to ſtrengthen the hands of 
© the Wicked (meaning the Cavaliers) with which he 
© was charg'd. But let me affure you, this ariſes from 
© the Slanders and Calumnies which Men caſt upon us in 
« England, as if we that aſſert the 2 of thoſe that 
< brought the late King to the Block, are for introducing 
© that Family, which, I take God to witneſs, we in our 
very Thoughts abhor, and ſhall ſpend our Blood in op- 


_ © poſition to any fingle Perſon whatever.“ A little · fur- 


ther he ſays, © I have taken care by Gariſons in this

© Belief and Credit that I ſhall keep in the way of Duty,

© ever ; and do deſire of God his Bleſſing, according to

I have taken notice before, of the Meaſures which 
Monk took in Scotland, in direct 2 to what he 
now ſo ſolemnly appeals to God for the Truth of; and 
muſt look back into the Affairs of that Country, for a 
farther Proof of his Diſſimulation and horrid Perjury. 
Heath, p. 759. after giving us an account of the belors- 
mention'd Agreement betwixt Monk's Commiſſioners and. 
the General Council of Officers at Wallingford-Houſe, 
ſays 3 But the General was intent upon another more 
© taking Aﬀembly, having iſſu'd out Writs by his own

Date; but the Concluſion, in which he ſays be has 
tbougbts of going to London very ſuddenly, is enough to 


prove, that it was previous to all thoſe Aſſurances which 
he had given the Rump, Oe. as above-mention'd, by ſo- 
lemn Oaths and Appeals to God, that he and his Army 
would, to the utmoſt of their Power, oppoſe the Reſtq;

When he found himſelf fix'd on the Throne, he ſoon 
forgot all his Declarations, and by a pack'd Parliament, 
got the Terms of Conformity made higher than ever they 
were before; which at once threw-about 2000 Minifters 
out of their Churches. What Penal Laws were after- 
wards made to force-People to a Confarmity, and with 
what Rigour and Barbarity they were put in execu- 
tion, is well enough known. How little he encou- 
rag'd the Practice of Religion, either by Example or 
Precept, is not yet forgot ; and that he dealt as unfair- 
ly with the Nation in point of Liberty and Property, 
as he did in Affairs of Religion, is evident by the follow- 
ing Inſtances. 4 
Having got a Parliament to his Mind, they made an 
Act for the Attalnder of ſeveral Perſons guilty of the
